If  you  wish  No.  6  bulbs,  you 
should  pay  only  what  they  are  worth.  We  can  quote  prices  on 
No.  6  of  many  varieties  if  you  wish  them.  The  largest  bulbs 
of  the  grade  ordered,  which  we  have  on  hand,  are  shipped.  Large  bulbs  are  generally 
planted  for  exhibition  spike  growing.  Medium  are  usually  bought  by  the  commercial 
cut -flower  growers,  and  with  most  varieties  will  give  very  nearly,  if  not  as  good  a 
spike  as  the  large  size;  and  are  at  a  very  considerable  saving.
